e For those in a holl- 
day frame of mina, 
what better film than 
one about a Scrooge 
who cannot dream 
and terrorizes children 
with nightmares of evil 
santas? Such are the 
underpinnings of The 
City of Lost Children 
(****) directed by 
Jean-Pierre Jeunet 
and Marc Caro, who 
four years ago made 
Delicatessen, a film 
that applied hyperreal- 
ism and grotesquerie 
to a French Sweeney 
Todd. Imagine a meat- 
grinder—drainpipe view 
of the French obses- 
sion with food. This 
time, they create a 
dystopia filled with 
adults who cannot see 
or dream, and have 
forgotten how to love 
children. Instead, they 
run the tykes in 
Dickensian thieving 


rings, with a pair of 
slamese-twin shrews 
in place of Fagin. But 
this is just one subplot; 
in the main story, 
scrooge (Daniel 
Emilfork) hires a gang 
of cyclopes (adults 
who see through cam- 
eras wired to their 
brains) to steal chil- 
dren so that he can

hook them up to brain 
machines, invade their 
dreams, and jump- 
start his own. The tots 
are saved by a circus 
strongman with the 
heart of a child (Ron 


| Perlman, who played 


the Beast on TV's 
“Beauty and the 
Beast’) and a litile girl 
(Judith Vittet) with the 
mind of the Artful 
Dodger and the face 
of Clara Bow. The tri- 
umph of this film is not 
only the inventiveness 
of its story (by Gilles 
Adrien, Jeunet, and 
Caro) but its visual dis- 
play (photography by 
Darius Khondji). The 
hyperrealism of Jeunet 
and Caro exaggerates 
technology—not the 
computer-laser slick- 
ness of today, but the 
gears, springs, and 
coils of the turn of the 
century. Like Terry 
Gilliam’s Brazil, Lost 
Children has the 
quaint horror of 
bygone sci-fi—imag- 





ine Oz drawn by 
Robert Crumb. The 
focus on technology 
grounds the film's 
ethics as well, for 
Scrooge had lost his 
dreams spending too 
much time on bioengi- 
neering experiments 
and not enough on the 
people already on 
earth. 


e The “fifth genera- 
tion” of contemporary 
Chinese filmmakers is 
creating one of the few 
aesthetically and 
philosophically coher- 
ent film movements 
today, equal in impor- 
tance to the French 
New Wave and Italian 
neorealism of the 
fifties and sixties. 
Director Zhang Yimou 
has been involved with 
the best of these fifth- 
generation projects— 
Ju Dou, Raise the Red 
Lantern, and now 
Shanghai Triad (***). 
Like his earlier films, 
Shanghai Triad relies 
on epic, lush cine- 
matography (by Lu 
Yue) and the plight of 
women as a metaphor 
for political oppres- 
sion. The story, based 
on the novel by Li 
Xiao, tells of a call 
girl-cum-singer (Gong 
Lij—beautiful, petulant 
mistress to Shanghai's 
equivalent of Al 
Capone—who Is used 
as a pawn in mob and 
political warfare. The 
boss is a Chiang Kai- 
shek man who helped 


| inthe 1927 massacre 
| of Communists, and 





his mob rival is form- 
ing alliances with 
Imperial Japan. Yet 
where Zhangs earlier 
films could be read as 
protests against both 
Communist and pre- 
Communist regimes, 
this film more narrowly 
targets the abuses of 
pre-Communist deca- 
dence—at least on the 
surface. Zhang's reluc- 
tance to criticize the 
current government is 
realpolitik. His 1994 To 
Live severely cen- 
sured Chinese 
Communism, and in 
response the govern- 
ment halted produc- 
tion of Shanghai Triad 
and reworked tt. 
Nevertheless, the two 
great hallmarks of 
Zhang's work prevail: 
visual Sumptuousness 
and his knack for pac- 
ing. The re-creation of 
a Shanghai Rockettes 
troupe Is unique 
onscreen, and Gong Li 
does a mean Dietrich. 
The snapshot takes of 
the days leading up to 
the film’s climax, each 
building persistently 
on the one before, 
ground the film's gang 
drama in dignity.O+—_

lf you're like me, fasci- 
natea by how the creep

are prime months) and 
let a travel agent (per- 
haps a China special- 
ist) book two weeks 
with English-speaking 
guides so you can get 
a taste of the new 
China. Not that you 
cant ride the rails, 
sleep in $10 hotel 
rooms, and crisscross 
this vast land on your 
own. But solo touring 
can be nerve-frazzling. 





You land in Beijing or 
shanghai to an instant 
revelation. Both cities 
look like giant construc- 
tion sites. Ten years 
ago, only a few official 
Mercedeses fought the 
avalanche of bicycle 
traffic. Now there are 
cars everywhere, The 
dowdy Mao pajamas 
so common a decade 
ago are rare. Women 
wear makeup, curls, 
miniskirts, and the clas- 
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sic Chinese cheong- 


| sam, slit to the thigh. 


You can tramp around 
all day in warm-ups, 
too, or jeans, but at 
night you might want a 
jacket and tie. 

The Chinese have 
fallen in love with 
karaoke, and every big 
hotel has a disco, a Tit- 


| ness club, and, if 


you're lucky, CNN and 
American movies on 
the TV. At the top inns 
expect mini-bars, 
bathrobes, hair dryers, 
and half a dozen 
restaurants (Italian, 
Japanese, even a 
brauhaus). 1he break- 
fast buffet (comes with 
the room) is numb- 
ing—bran flakes, gra- 
nola, eggs, bacon, 
hash browns, muffins, 
Danish, just-squeezed 
orange juice, and 
watermelon juice, too;

(Elektra Traditions/ 
Rhino). The hippest of 
all the hip bands that 
owned the Sunset 
strip in the mid-sixties, 
the multi-racial Love 
remain rock's greatest 
enigma. Leader Arthur 
Lee's singing could go 
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from snarling to sweet 
in the same syllable, 
and his songs were 
marvels of craft and 
attitude, feelings and 
spirit. This two-CD set 
includes virtually all of 
their first three perfect 
Elektra albums (Love, 
Da Capo, and Forever 
Changes). It does, 
however, leave out 
“Revelations,” the 19- 
minute jam that took 
up side two of the Da 
Capo album. There 
are selections trom 
later albums on which 
Lee began going into 
a biochemical lost 
dimension from which 
he's just now returning. 
The ballads capture 
the benign transcen- 
dence of the psyche- 
delic era. Yet Love also 
created a classic hard- 
rock riff—“You Really 
Got Me” mixed with 
“Hey Joe.” The songs 
based on that riff— 
“My Flash on You," “7 
and 7 Is,” and 
“Bummer in the 


Summer” among 
them—remain some of 
the most bracing 
rhythm-guitar-driven 
songs of the sixties. 

e Velvet Under- 
ground: Peel Slowly 
and See (Polydor/ 
Chronicles). lf Love 
epitomized the sixties 
L.A. peace-and-love 
trippiness, the Velvets’ 
music reveled in the 
dangerous nocturnal 
undertow of New 
York's Summer of 
Love. (While the Day- 
Glo hippies held 
“Human Be-ins” in 
Central Park, the 
Velvets’ Lou Reed was 
writing and singing 
about scoring and 
shooting smack.) 
Reed, drummer 
Maureen Tucker, and 
guitarist-bassist 
Sterling Morrison were 
from suburban Long 
Island; John Cale 
(viola and piano) was 
a conservatory-trained 
Welsh intellectual; their 
original chanteuse, 
Nico, came out of 
European intellectual 
bohemia. Their unlikely 
chemistry did nothing 
less than change the 
future of rock ‘ni’ roll. 

Like Love, the 
Velvets were prophets 
without honor tn their 
own time. None of their 
four studio albums 
even cracked the Top 
100, but their impact 
can be heard on 
everything from punk 
and new wave to 
grunge. This five-CD 
set is a gold mine, fea- 
turing not only classic 
recordings of “Sister 
Ray, “Sweet Jane,”

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The ice 
climber faces 
certain death 

with one 
imprecise 
move or bad 
decision.

Balancing precariously 
on the tips of my cram- 
pons, | barely cling to 
the 500-foot vertical 
wall with the pick of a 
tool that | grasp in my 
left hand. lf the attach- 
ments fail, my life will 
end. My left arm is 
burning with fatigue. 
Desperately, | try to 
calm my mind as | 
again attempt to place 
the right-hand tool. 
This time it sticks. 
Below, a frozen water- 
fall undulates for 300 
feet. Above, the ice 
rises another 200 feet. 
For the first time in an 
hour | have a slight 
measure of security. 
This Is ice-climbing, 
and | am having big 
fun now. 

lam on the Ames 
Ice Hose, a notorious 
frozen waterfall near 
Telluride, Colorado. My 
partner and | told our 
ride that we expected 
to be out by three in 
the afternoon, and if 
we werent at the road, 
we told him, it meant 
that we finished early 
and hitchhiked back to 
town. We waded 
through waist-deep 
snow for two hours to 
reach the base of the 
route. The “hose” is a 
drip of water that 
freezes On an over- 
hanging rock wall. The 
lower section has 
barely a smear of 
ice—less than an inch 
thick—over the rock. It 
is impossible to place 


‘, 
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any anchors, so any 
errors will mean cer- 
tain death for both of 
us. When we finally 
reach the thick upper 
section of the Icicle, it 
is already late in the 
afternoon. We are out 
of food and water, with 
200 feet of vertical ice 
to climb before we 
reach the top. Still, joy 
surges through us. 
Waterfall ice-climb- 
ing involves scaling a 
cascade stuck ona 
vertical or overhang- 
ing rock wall or a free- 
hanging frozen water- 
fall. To gain purchase 
in the slippery surface, 
one uses sharp spikes 
attached to both 
hands and feet. The 
hands grasp special 
ice-hammers that have 
drooping picks with 
sharp teeth to provide 
both penetration and 
grip in the frozen, 
smooth surface. The 
feet have 12 cram- 
pons—sharp spears— 
clamped to the bottom 
of stiff-soled boots. By 
kicking the two front 
points perpendicular 
to the ice, one creates 
a foothold with a tiny 
platform. Unlike the 
rock climber, the ice 
climber creates the 
climb by choosing 
where to place the 
tools. One bad deci- 
sion and the ice can 
break away or shatter. 
Things get even 





trickier when you ven- 
ture onto thin ice. 
Brittle and hollow ice 
also provide mind- 
blowing challenges. A 
hard or imprecise 
swing can shatter your 
climb. The climber 
must read the ice and 
carefully choose the 
path. 

One climber is 
always anchored into 
the face for protection. 
The second climber 
feeds the rope out as 
the leader moves up. 


| Should the first person 


slip, the partner 
secures the cord ina 
belay to stop the fall. 
At the end of a rope- 
length, approximately 
150 feet, the leader 
ties himself into the ice 
and brings up his part- 
ner. Every time the 
second climber moves 
up a foot, the leader 
takes the rope ina 
foot. As with rock 
climbing, the leader 


_ places intermediate 


anchors into the ice, 
and uses a carabiner 
—an oval snap-link— 
to clip the rope to the 
attachment. Now the 
lead climber will only 
fall twice the distance 
he has climbed above 
the last piece of “pro- 
tection"—/f the protec- 


| tion holds. 


Ice climbing began 
with British moun- 
taineers attempting to 
pass snowy slopes in 
their efforts to reach 
the tops of peaks. With 
the advent of better 
tools, mountaineers in 
the Alps ventured onto 
longer and steeper 






faces that had previ- 
ously been considered 
impossible. In Ameri- 
ca, ice-climbing pio- 
neers explored the 
frozen flows of water 
that dripped down the 
ravines of New Hamp- 
shire's Mount Washing- 
ton, while in Scotland 
similar terrain was test- 
ed on the slopes of 
Ben Nevis. 
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lt was dark by the 
time we finally reached 


| the top of the Ames 
| Ice Hose, and my part- 


ner and | had difficulty 
finding our way down. 
Then came the slog 


| back out to the mining 


access road, which 


| was by that time 
| deserted. Our only 


option was a six-mile 
trudge back to 
Telluride, where the 
mental exhilaration of 
completing our mis- 
sion far exceeded the 
exhaustion of testing 
our physical limits.

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JUSTICE

ome misguided feminists 
who believe that the “vic- 


timization” of women is 
the essence of their move- 
ment have now targeted Mike 
Tyson for their vindictive pil- 
ing-on. The former heavy- 
weight champ sérved three 


nightmarish years in an 
Indiana hellhole for a convic- 
tion that many Americans— 
including several of the 
judges and jurors who partici- 
pated in the case—now 
believe was.unfair. He never 
whined, rarely complained, 
and did his time with his head 
neld high despite his honest 
belief that he never did the 
crime. He was a model pris- 

| oner, read hundreds of 





books, and earned good time 
by attending difficult classes. 
But all this is not enough for 
some radical feminists, who 
insist that he apologize to the 
woman whom he believes vic- 


‘timized him. In so believing, 


Tyson is not alone. One of the 
jurors who originally voted to 
convict him learned after the 
trial that Desiree Washington 

-the alleged victin—had 
withheld the truth about her 
financial motives in accusing 
Tyson. This led the juror to 
conclude that “we [the jurors] 
felt that a man raped a woman. 
In hindsight it [now] looks like 
a woman raped a man.” 

The trial itself was a mock- 
ery of justice. The trial judge— 
who was handpicked by the 
prosecution and whno-was a 
former rape prosecutor— 
excluded three eyewitnesses 
whose testimony would have 
proved that Tyson, not 
Washington, was telling the 
truth about some very. critical 
facts. She also denied Tyson a 
new trial despite the discovery 
of suppressed evidence that 
Desiree Washington had not 
been candid about her inten- 
tion to sue Tyson, and that she 
had falsely accused another 
man of raping her a year and 
a half earlier. The dissenting 
judge in the Indiana Appellate 
Court's two-to-one decision 
affirming Tyson's conviction 
came to the following conclu- 
sion: “My review of the entire 
record in the [case] leads me 
to the inescapable conclusion 
that [Tyson] did not receive 
the requisite fairness which is 
essential to our system of 
criminal justice.” The vote of 
the state’s highest court was a 
two-two tie, because the chief 
justice—whose record sug- 
gests that he would have 
voted to reverse—had 
recused himself. As Tyson's 
appellate lawyer, | felt he was 
convicted unfairly. Neverthe- 


less, Tyson did his time honor-. 
ably, and is now a free man. 
None of those who are now 
demanding that Tyson apolo- 
gize were in the hotel room at 
2 A.M., when the alleged crime 
occurred, and none can be 
confident that the flawed 
Indiana legal proceedings, 
produced an accurate result. 
To demand an apology from 
Mike Tyson under these cir- 
cumstances would be to emu- 
late totalitarian systems of jus- 
tice under which a person 
found guilty must confess 
even if he believes himself 
innocent. In America, it has 
always been a defendant's 
right to contest his guilt, even 
in the face of a conviction, to 
do his time, and to emerge 
from prison unapologetically 
asserting his innocence. 
Contrast the unforgiving 
demand by some radical femi- 
nists in this case with the posi- 
tion of many feminists in a 
recent case in which a woman 
pleaded guilty to falsely 
accusing a neighbor of raping 
her. The judge ordered the 
false accuser to make radio 
and television announcements 
declaring that her accusations 
were false, so that the public 
would not continue to regard 
the falsely accused man as a 
rapist. 
The feminist outcry was 
heard all over the country, 


| despite the defendant's admis- 


sion that she was guilty. Yet 
many of the same people are 
now insisting that Mike Tyson 
falsely apologize for a crime 
he says he did not commit. 

Mike Tyson has forcefully 
condemned violence against 
women, but he will not apolo- 
gize for a crime he did not 
commit: He categorically 
asserts his innocence, and it 
would be a travesty for him to 
apologize. |'m proud of Mike

A DIFFERENT 
KIND OF 
CHILD ABUSE 


As Congress began its 
debate on welfare 
reform last March, a 
group of Democratic 
congressmen entered 
the House chamber 
wearing colorful neck- 
ties adorned with child- 
like drawings. Women 
members wore similarly 
painted scarves. On sev- 
eral occasions President 
Clinton has been seen 
wearing the same type 
of tie, and the vice-presi- 
dent owns at least one. 
The ties and scarves, 
designed by children, 
are promoted as a fund- 
raising project by the 
charity Save the Child- 
ren, which keeps $5 of 
the $27.50 retail price of 
each tie to use for its 
work. But that, of course,

is not the reason to buy 
them. Rather, the ties 
are worn as very public 
declarations of concern 
for children. In the 
American realpolitik, 
that translates into sup- 
port of the Democrats’ 
policies to change wel- 
fare as Opposed to the 
Republicans’ plans to 
cut it back and hand 
over what is left in block 
grants to the states. 
While Save the Child- 
ren does not involve 
itself in partisan dis- 
putes, its members are 
clearly proud that their 
organization has been 
acknowledged in Wash- 
ington as a symbol for 
the welfare of children. 
What the Democrats 
do not realize, however, 


is that dangling beneath 
their chins may be the 
best of all arguments 
against the Republican 
initiative. If they would 
stop grandstanding in 
the name of the children 
for a moment, they 
might find in Save the 
Children a real case 
against legislation that 
would shift part of the 
administration of assis- 
tance programs from 
government to private 
hands. The reality 
behind this child-cen- 
tered charity is a lesson 
for anyone who thinks 
that private organiza- 
tions are by definition 
more efficient, compas- 
sionate, or effective than 
big government.

Save the Children from its recent print 
ads that ask people to “helo stop a dif- 
ferent kind of child abuse,” and from its 
television ads that now feature former 
“All in the Family” star Sally Struthers 
pleading on behalf of poor children who, 
she explains, are waiting for you to step 
forward and become a sponsor. 
Struthers’s plaintive voice drifts over 
horrific images of fly-covered starving 
children. Then, with the lens tightly 
focused on one child, she informs the 
public that all it takes to redeem this 
child from a life of poverty is $20 a 
month—65 cents a day. Your decision to 
pick up the phone and take out your 
credit card will determine if this child 
lives or dies. 

struthers started doing commercials 
for Save the Children in January 1994, 
after she had delivered for 17 years a 
nearly identical plea for a similar spon- 
sorship organization known as Christian 
Children’s Fund. Her hiring capped the 
first year of the presidency of Dr. 
Charles MacCormack. 

MacCormack had taken over at a

Just beyond the reception 
area is Save’s gift shop, where the ties 
and scarves can be purchased, along 
with a wide selection of generic Third 
World crafts. 

The charity's more distinctive prod- 
ucts are tacked on a bulletin board out- 
side the shop's entrance. Little red-and- 
white folders resembling greeting cards 
contain photos and thumbnail descrip- 
tions of children. Each bears the Save 
the Children corporate icon, a Gumby- 
like cutout of a child with its hands 
raised; employees refer to the symbol 
as “red Baby Jesus.” Below the folders, 
a hastily handwritten sign reads, CHOOSE 
A CHILD. INQUIRE AT DESK. 

This combination of generic Third 
Worldness, corporate imagery, and the 
sad faces of distant but real human 
beings sums up the charity's peculiar 
appeal. Its goals are satisfyingly

time when the organization desperately 
needed strong leadership, a new direc- 
tion, and a calming influence. His pre- 
decessor, James Bausch, had been 
hounded from office by a vicious staff 
rebellion waged through innuendo, per- 
sonal attacks, and leaks to the press 
about the ostentatious waste of spon- 
sorship funds. Bausch was said to have 
been an embarrassment to the organi- 
zation after it was revealed that his 
salary and benefits totaled more than 
$300,000 annually. When Bausch left, 
he took with him a $225,000 severance 
package that also became an issue. 
This led to bad feelings, and the resig- 
nation of at least one board member, the 
writer Michael Dorris. 

With new leadership, higher visibility, 
and a new celebrity spokeswoman, 
Save now believes that the controver- 
sies are in the past, and it can get back 
to the business of helping children. 

Ssave's home is in Westport, Con- 
necticut, one of the wealthiest towns in 
America. Westport's shoreline, on Long 
Island Sound, is rimmed with multimil- 
lion-dollar mansions, and its Main Street 
is lined with such upscale boutiques as 
Laura Ashley, Brooks Brothers, and 
Barneys New York. Save's headquarters 
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broad—simply “the children"—yet 
achingly specific. Each sponsor 
receives, so to speak, a child. The spon- 
sor can track the child's transformation 
with cards and letters from the child and 
through progress reports from Save the 
Children. 

Sponsorship links the donor directly 
to a needy, sad-eyed target of the chari- 
ty's work, rather than to a faceless fund- 
raiser at the end of a solicitation letter. 
The charitys bureaucracy becomes 
invisible. The sponsor feels connected 
to an actual person and believes that 
his or her money, or most of it, will go to 
helo that child. The organization pio- 
neered this fund-raising technique with 
Appalachian children in the 1930s, and 
as a mechanism for raising money it is 
unparalleled. 

But sponsorship is not always what it 
appears to be. In this case, the sponsor 
is seduced into believing the improba- 
ble, because his or her judgment is 
clouded by the possibility of gaining 
something valuable without losing much 
monetarily. Anyone thinking clearly 
about the miserable poverty of the chil- 
dren in these ads would have to con- 
clude that $20 a month—65 cents a 
day—is not by itself enough to substan- 


tially alter the oppressive environments 
they inhabit. The idea becomes even 
more ludicrous when one considers that 
much of that monthly sum must be used 
to pay for more TV ads, cover the costs 
of the charity's bureaucracy, and main- 
tain the links between Save's more than 
100,000 individual sponsors and their 
children. What sponsors are really buy- 
ing is, aS stated in Save'’s brochures, a 
sense of well-being and “deep satisfac- 
tion.” That's a real bargain at $20 a 
month, but it doesn't leave much for the 
children. 

Nevertheless, Save enjoys one of the 
best reputations in the charity business. 
lts image of unadulterated goodness 
was most recently personified by the 
actress Sally Field, who, speaking at the 
National Press Club, said, “This is a very 
exciting time for me.... Not only am | 
going to Beijing for the Fourth World 
Conference of Women, but |'m repre- 
senting an organization, Save the 
Children, that | respect enormously, and 
I'm going with my son, Eli. Being a 
mother ... | can't say which ts the most 
thrilling, but they're equally dazzling to 
me. 

Moreover, Money magazine, in its 
annual ranking of charities last year, 
rated Save third among relief and devel- 
opment charities, noting that 82.1 per- 
cent of its expenditures were used for 
“program services.” According to Save's 
tax forms for the 1994 fiscal year, that 
number is up to 82.9 percent, which 
may push the organization higher in this 
year’s rankings. The new numbers show 
nearly $80.5 million going to “program,” 
from total revenues of more than $97 
million. Each year Save prints a pie 
chart divided into three slices; the two 
little slices are always fund-raising and 
management, and the big slice, always 
more than 80 percent, is “Program 
Services.” 

MacCormack is proud of that pie 
chart and of the sponsorship program, 
which he regards as the real strength of 
save the Children. Sponsors are not 
driven, he says, by the “crisis du jour.’ 
Instead, they become interested in the 
child. “If theyre supporting a child in 
activity in Bangladesh, theyre gonna 
stay for ten, 12, 14 years, whether 
Bangladesh is in the newspapers or 
not.” 

When MacCormack talks about the 
children in his quiet, calm manner, a thin 
smile breaks across his face, and his 
voice radiates warmth. The goal of Save 
the Children, he says, “is making better 
lives for children.” 

When pressed for more concrete 
details, however, MacCormack’s 
relaxed confidence wavers somewhat, 
and he turns red when faced with ques- 
tions about Save’s financing. It is the 
deception inherent in the pie chart that 
provides the first clue that something is 
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not quite right at Save the Children. 

The pie chart is misleading in two 
ways. First, it tracks the proportion of all 
expenditures that go to the program. 
not the proportion of all donations. The 
distinction is probably lost on potential 
sponsors, who might naturally assume 
the pie chart is a representation of how 
their dollars are being spent. But two- 
thirds of Save's funding comes not from 
individual sponsors but from United 
States government and United Nations 
project grants. Expenditures are nearly 
three times donations, so even if Save 
spent none of the sponsors’ money on 
programs, they could still find a way to 
claim that 75 percent of the money they 
spend is going to program services. 
The pie chart really says nothing about 
how sponsor money is spent. 

The second misleading element is 
that neither the pie chart nor the pam- 
phlets explain exactly what “program 
services” are. The reason Save the 
Children and Money emphasize the 
program-services statistic presumably 
is that it is seen as a rough approxima- 
tion for “money that actually helps peo- 
ple,” as opposed to funds spent on 
overhead and fund-raising expenses. 
“Program,” one would assume, is what 
should go to the children shown in the 
folders. 

But Save's idea of “program” is prob- 


ably broader than that of its sponsors. In 
fiscal 1994, it included nearly $4.5 mil- 
lion for travel, $3.5 million for supplies, 
$15.5 million for salaries, and $2.2 mil- 
lion for rents. Save’s nonpublic financial 
statements show that film, holiday cards 
for sponsors, the gift shop, and craft 
catalogs were also charged to program 
expenses. The total in sponsors’ dollars 
that actually went in grants to field pro- 
grams was $45.1 million—less than 50 
percent. 

During the past few years, the pie 
chart has been more than an illustration 
in Save's advertising—it has become a 
contentious issue within the organiza- 
tion. Last year Saves general counsel 
wrote to the organization stating that the 
information in the chart provided in 
some of its print ads would probably put 
Save in violation of solicitation laws. 
Subsequently, it was removed. Beyond 
that, a number of employees have 
begun to suspect that the organization 
is more concerned with keeping the 
proportions of the pie chart intact than 
with actually helping children. 

| ask MacCormack how he thought 
sponsors might interpret the organiza- 
tion's statements about the amounts of 
money going to “program.” “When they 
see that on an average, 82 percent goes 
to programming, well, they think that's 
great,” he says. “They think that’s what it 


ought to be." 

“Do you think they understand that 
program includes rents and salaries?” 

“Well, first, | mean, 82 percent Is 
going to the program, on average, of 
all—of the hundred million that comes in 
here. Eighty-two million goes to pro- 
gram.... But then if you look at every- 
thing that goes in and everything that 
comes out, $82.7 million goes to ... to 
the program. So that is, that’s correct. 
MacCormack seems to have expected 
the question, while at the same time, he 
acts as if he were puzzled by it. This 
would be the reaction of all the Save 
executives | spoke with that day. It is as 
if no one had ever been thickheaded 
enough to raise that issue before. 

But that specific question had come 
up frequently, from people within and 
outside the organization. And MacCor- 
mack himself had been concerned 
enough about the deception to raise it in 
a letter to Save the Children’s board of 
directors. In fact, there are hundreds of 
pages of reports and memos from with- 
in the organization revealing that its top 
executives have long been aware that 
the charity is not delivering on its 
promises. The documents also suggest 
that Save has expended more eneray 
patching up its public image than it has 
improving the projects for the children. 

A year before | met with MacCor- 


“That's Norman ... the brown-nosed reindeer.” 
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mack, an internal report by a Save the 
Children consultant had specifically 
examined the question of how sponsors’ 
money was being spent. The consul- 
tant, Shelby Miller, is an authority in the 


field of early-childhood development, | 


and has much more than an outsider's 
view of Save the Children. For six years 
she had been a program officer for the 
Ford Foundation, supervising grants 
made to Save. 

When we meet early one morning at 
an East Side New York diner, she pref- 
aces our discussion by telling me she 


has only agreed to talk because Save | 


has done nothing to address the prob- 


lems she had found a year earlier— | 


despite her series of detailed recom- 
mendations for improving Save’s 
programs. 

Miller's criticisms fall into two broad 
categories: operational and develop- 
mental. Discussing Save the Children’s 
operations, her report states that the 
actual amount and proportion of spon- 
sorship dollars that reached the chil- 
dren were “woefully inadequate.” While 
sponsorship is an effective tool for rais- 
ing money, it requires a tremendous 
amount of administration to track all the 
individual children, which Miller points 
out in her report. “Typically, there is little 
or no relationship between those 
arranging sponsorship and those 
administering services. However, a 
huge amount of staff and volunteer time 
is devoted to the maintenance of spon- 


sorship. In our conversation, Miller MR. JACK DANIEL CHOSE. square battle 


what sponsorship means to donors and | 


describes this as a chasm between 


what it means to the children and their 
communities. “Ihe chasm has a big 
price tag. On the sponsor side, you're 


sold the concept that for $20 a month or | 


whatever it costs, we're going to trans- 
form this kid's life through all these kinds 
of strategies—or whatever it is they put 
in the ads. On the sponsored-family 
side, it's sold as whatever it takes to sign 
them up; but it's a much more minimalist 
promise.” 

Developmentally, Miller says that 
save lacked “a commonly accepted 
and understood theoretical perspec- 
tive" on which to carry on and evaluate 
its own work. It's not enough to just say 
you're helping children. Childhood 
development is a science, she explains. 
“Programs must be carried out over 
long periods, with demonstrations and 
models and constant analysis to find out 
what works. Then the programs must be 
focused. Few of Save's projects fit these 
criteria. It's because of a lack of commit- 
ment. Save has no detailed objectives, 
no strategy. If you know what you do, 
you dont waste time and money. Then 
you can commit 80 to 90 percent of your 
time on what you want fo achieve.” 

When | mention Miller's report in my 
meeting with MacCormack, he briefly 
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stares out the window. As his face red- 
dens, he says, “| havent read it, so | 
cant say there, but certainly the sort of 
the arguments are that you cant get 
enough out into the communities.... | 
don't Know whether she makes this 
argument or not, but you can't get the 
development results, you know.... And if 
that’s what's said, then that | would 
agree with.’ 

Whether or not he actually read a 
report that his organization spent 
$15,000 to produce, MacCormack did 
know what | was talking about. It was an 
issue that had repeatedly been brought 
to his attention by Save the Children's in- 
house attorney, and at least once by the 
organization's outside auditor. 

And MacCormack himself, in the 
spring of 1993, was extremely worried 
about the amount of money the organi- 
zation was delivering to projects. At that 
time he visited Christian Children’s Fund 
and its headquarters in Richmond, 
Virginia. The purpose of the trip was to 
do some fact-finding and compare 
notes. When MacCormack returned to 
Westport, he wrote a concerned memo 
to Save's board of directors. 

It begins with the usual self-congratu- 
lations. “Save the Children takes justifi- 
able pride in the fact that between 80 to 
85 percent of our income goes to pro- 
gram services.” Then the tone quickly 
shifts, as the memo focuses on the cen- 
tral problem that has long haunted the 


organization. “However, this is an aver- 
age figure. It masks the fact that some 
of our income streams go 100 percent to 
program.... For example, our food aid is 
100 percent program and our public 
funding from the U.S. government and 
the United Nations probably averages 
90 percent to program. This means that, 
on average, a much smaller percent of 
our private revenues are allocated to 
programs.” In other words, 80 percent of 
a sponsor's contribution does not go to 
program expenses, even under Save's 
broad definition of what program ser- 
vices are. 

MacCormack's concern here is not 
with finding a way to get more money to 
programs, but with Save the Children’s 
image. He is worried about the pie 
chart, not about the children. 

As the memo continues, MacCor- 
mack eases his own concerns by invok- 
ing the magic word leverage. “In general, 
we use these private funds to leverage 
other sources of funding, thus achieving 
a multiplier effect in terms of our private 
donations.’ This concept of leverage 
was raised in every conversation | had 
at Save the Children. What it means is 
that Save receives grants, mostly from 
the U.S. government, that it must use in 
very specific ways on specific projects. 
These are restricted funds. Even though 
a sponsor donates money to Save the 
Children with a specific child in mind, 
sponsorship funds are really the only 


“You're my bodyquara—do something!” 
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unrestricted assets Save has. Save has 
no obligation to spend the money on the 
sponsor's child, in that child's village, or 


‘on projects at all. Save, in fact, uses 


those funds to pay for administering the 
restricted money it gets from the gov- 
ernment. That's leverage. 

The relative calm that MacCormack 
conveyed to the board was missing 
from a memo written two days earlier to 
the files. “Our Save the Children ‘alumni’ 
at C.C.F. consider our situation ‘a disas- 
ter waiting to happen,’” he writes. “As 
communities often receive a small por- 
tion of the sponsor's contributed dollar, 
they are obviously going to ask ques- 
tions about where the money goes. All 
the explaining in the world would not 
make this question go away or our own 
strategy look good in an investigative 
report.” Again, his focus was on making 
his operation “look good.” 

lf MacCormack had any concern 
about the small amounts of sponsorship 
money getting to the field, he hadn't 
done much about it a year later. Shelby 
Miller produced her damning report in 
April 1994, and on May 6, 1994, Pamela 
R. Winnick, Save the Children’s in-house 
counsel, returned from a tour of the 
organization's projects. She wrote a 
memo to the board of directors reveal- 
ing that in some of their programs, no 
sponsored children were receiving ben- 
efits, and in their best programs, only 60 
percent of the sponsored children 
appeared to be benefiting. 

Winnick wrote that she was anxious to 
put Save in a “defensible position in the 
event of an investigation by a govern- 
ment agency and/or media.” But over 
the next few months, she would visit 
more projects, and document her grow- 
ing disillusionment and frustration with 
Save the Children in a series of memos 
and letters. 

Winnick first sought confidential legal 
advice from Daniel L. Kurtz, an attorney 
in private practice who had once served 
as assistant attorney general in the 
charities bureau of the New York state 
attorney general's office. Kurtz reviewed 
Save's fund-raising materials and com- 
pared them with the reality of the orga- 
nization’s projects. He sent his opinion 
back to Save, writing, “We believe that 
the situation at present is likely to consti- 
tute a substantial violation of state solici- 
tation laws.” Kurtz warned of serious 
problems for the board, and recom- 
mended Save change its advertising, 
which would solve the problem in the 
short run until it could change its pro- 
grams to more closely approximate the 
claims being made for how funds were 
being spent. 

Winnick, too, apparently tried to coax 
the organization toward revising its 
claims, with a memo in June to advise 
that callers on Save’s toll-free number 
be told that “83 percent of Save the 
Children's overall expenditures goes to 
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program services,” as opposed to 83 
percent of donations. “Under no circum- 
stances can we make the direct repre- 
sentation that 83 percent of the spon- 
sorship dollar goes to programs,” she 
wrote. 

In the summer of 1994, Save's outside 
law firm, Day, Berry, and Howard, of 
Hartford, Connecticut, addressed 
Winnick’s concerns and echoed her 
opinions. A firm employee, Thomas J. 
Groark, Jr., checked Save's finances with 
K.PM.G. Peat Marwick, Save’s outside 
auditors. Edward J. Molloy, a partner in 
the accounting firm, wrote to Groark on 
June 30, 1994, stating he had been in 
contact with Najeeb Halaby, the chair- 
man of Save’s board of directors. “I indi- 
cated to Mr. Halaby that there was 
increasing pressure on all nonprofit 
organizations to provide donors with 
accountability for their donation,” he 
wrote, “and in this regard, | saw even 
more pressure on S.C. It was obvious 
that in many programs a gap exists 
between what was said and what was 
done. 


The Sponsorship Guide, our communi- 
cation with sponsors, states that ‘[yJour 
sponsored child begins benefiting from 
your support right away—pernaps 
through nutritious food and clean drink- 
ing water ... education ... basic health 
care ... and ‘[y]our continued presence 
in this young life can mean the differ- 
ence between sickness and health, illit- 
eracy and education,’ and that ‘[o]ver 84 
cents of every dollar we raise goes 
directly to benefit needy girls and boys.’ 
Television ads featuring Sally Struthers 
promise that 65 cents a day will bring 
‘lasting benefits’ to communities and 
‘help rescue one girl or boy.’ How does a 
writing competition ‘rescue’ a little girl or 
boy?" 

In the same memo, Winnick reminds 
the board members that “the rules of the 
Better Business Bureau clearly state that 
‘at least 50 percent’ of public contribu- 
tions be spent on the programs and 
activities described in solicitation, in 
accordance with donor expectations.” 

In the fall of 1994, Winnick left Save 
the Children for “ethical reasons, as she

On July 7, 1994, Winnick wrote back to 
the board members. “While | commend 
Day, Berry, and Howard and senior man- 
agement for concluding that there exist 
problems with sponsorship, | must, with 
all due respect, take issue with the 
implicit conclusion that the problems are 
being resolved in any significant man- 
ner.” 

she then wrote of Waltersville 
Elementary School in Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, with 400 sponsored chil- 
dren who should have generated 
$96,000 in sponsorship donations that 
year. “l visited that school on June 8, 
1994, and learned that for over two 
years, no benefits whatsoever have 
gone to this school. In July 1994, a check 
in the amount of $10,800 (barely ten per- 
cent of the aggregate amount attribut- 
able to the 400 children) will be given to 
the school for an ‘academic Olympics,’ a 
writing contest for all 840 children who 
attend that school.” 

Winnick continued, “In light of exam- 
ples such as Bridgeport, our presenta- 
tion of sponsorship is highly misleading. 
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explained in a statement issued through 
her attorney. 


At a restaurant on the Hopi reservation in 
northern Arizona, | sit eating lunch with 
Dolores Tootsie and Phyllis Wittsel. The 
sisters, now soft-spoken and well- 
dressed women in their forties, try to 
remember what it was like when they 
were sponsored children on the Hopi 
reservation during the sixties. Those 
were the check-to-child days, when 
Save sent a portion of the sponsor’s 
donation directly to the children. They 
remember getting $10 every three 
months or so that they would use to buy 
a new pair of shoes or some school sup- 
plies. Wittsel recalls getting a copy of the 
soundtrack from the movie Help! from 
her sponsor, a Beatles fan club. 

When asked if sponsorship had 
changed therr lives in any way, they both 
laugh. But, Tootsie explains, families 
whose kids are sponsored now would 
rather return to the check-to-child days, 
which were phased out in the late seven- 
ties and early eighties. “At least that way 
they know where the money is going,” 
she says. 

Both sisters have worked with Save 
the Children. Tootsie was a community 


development coordinator for Save from 
1988 until the end of 1992. Although 
Wittsel does not work for Save, her job 
on her village development committee 
put her in charge of Save's projects 
there. 

“Westport was never really satisfied,” 
Tootsie says. “People here wanted fund- 
ing for cultural-type programs. Save 
wanted more visible projects. They were 
more interested in Christmas parties and 
Easter-egg hunts. The parties were to 
serve as enrollment drives as well, or as 
vehicles to gather already-sponsored 
children to update their status for spon- 
sor reports.” 

Tootsie figures that on average, Save's 
project grants were approximately 
$1,800 yearly. That would be an average 
of $35 or less per child per year in a vil- 
lage of 50 or 60 sponsored children, 
even though those same sponsored kids 
would have generated more than 
$10,000 for Save'’s administrative costs. 
From the reservation, the gap between 
program expenditures and donations 
was very real. While Save the Children 
might consider its executives’ salaries 
legitimate program costs, only the sum 
of cash available for projects made 
much difference here. As that sum was 
so small, projects implemented from 
year to year were not connected to one 
another, and there would not be money 
to maintain projects once they had 
begun. 

“They would start projects that were 
never completed,” Tootsie says. “A 
greenhouse project was started one 
year. The greenhouse was built, but 
there were no funds available to keep it 
going. It's sitting there unused. There is 
playground equipment still stored. In my 
village, there is a foundation for a ware- 
house that's been there for years.” 

lt is a complaint | had heard at two 
other Arizona sites | visited. The Save 
grants were so small that they would be 
used for little things for the kids, not for 
serious developmental purposes. At the 
Gila River reservation outside Phoenix, 
for example, Jeff Williams, who works for 
the council there, tells me that Save's 
funds covered a couple of weekend trips 
to a swimming pool for 56 sponsored 
children one year. 

Williams advises me to talk with 
Christine Thomas, who used to work in 
save's Phoenix office as a liaison 
between sponsors and children. One of 
her jobs was to open all the mail that 
passed between sponsors and children, 
mostly for the protection of the child, but 
also to prevent kids from asking spon- 
sors for horses and cars, or things that 
might alienate them. She would often 
send letters back to be rewritten. She 
also spent a lot of time driving around 
delivering packages that sponsors sent 
to the kids. Shelby Miller referred to this 
as the Pony Express problem—because

of the vast distances between projects, 


people from the branch offices could 
spend ten hours driving just to drop off a 
small package of clothes. 

“We're not benefiting all sponsored 
children,” Thomas says right from the 
start. “We're not. We never have been.” 
She says that when she went into the 
field, she found some sponsored kids 
who were 19 or 20 years old and were 
raising families of their own. “Some of 
them—dquite a few—dont realize theyre 
being sponsored. And a lot of the chil- 
dren arent needy. The pressure is on 
from headquarters. We're given a month 
to sign up so many children, or our bud- 
gets will be cut. So we signed up anyone 
who came through the door.’ 

Thomas lost her job at the end of 
March, when the Phoenix office was 
closed as a cost-cutting measure. 
According to Thomas, sponsor notifica- 
tion letters were mailed on March 24. 


kids and a budget of $1,850 fell into her 
lap. Last spring she submitted a propos- 
al for a summer program designed to 
keep kids away from drugs and other 
problems common to reservations. The 
community wanted recreation equip- 
ment, arts and crafts supplies, and elec- 
tronic learning games. The proposal was 
submitted late, in June 1994. The Save 
office in Gallup said that it would take a 
few days to cut the check, but the 
money never came, and the village ran 
the program anyway, ending in late July. 
Two weeks after the program ended 
they were contacted by Save, which told 
them that the money had been convert- 
ed into a $1,700 credit at that same Wal- 
Mart in Gallup. They had two days to 
spend the money or lose the funds. “We 
couldn't find anything we needed,” 
Wittsel says. “So we called Save and 
asked if we could spend the money 
somewhere else and were told no. Get a 
VCR or a TV, they told us. Save only 
cared that the money was spent.” 
Arizona is unquestionably the worst 
Save the Children has to offer. Its internal 


It is the deception inherent in the 
pie chart that provides 
the first clue that something is not 
quite right at Save. 


“We had known since October, but we 
were instructed not to tell anyone.” When 
people phoned the Phoenix office to ask 
questions, they got a recording saying 
the number had been disconnected. 

In all the years that Save has worked 
on the Hopi reservation, Dolores Tootsie 
recalls lots of activity aimed at signing 
up kids, but can name only one or two 
projects that ever did any good. She 
doesnt remember ever receiving any 
guidance or assistance from Save the 
Children, only pressure to sign up more 
children and keep the reports coming. 
One of the final insults came in 1992, 
when Save repeatedly rejected project 
proposals in eight villages. According to 
the rules, if a community cannot spend 
the allocated funds by the end of the fis- 
cal year, the money is lost. As time was 
running out, Save suggested a solu- 
tion—gift certificates to Wal-Mart for 
several hundred children, in denomina- 
tions ranging from $10 to $25. The store 
was in Gallup, New Mexico, some 90 
miles away. Tootsie typed up the gift cer- 
tificates and delivered them herself. 
Then she resigned. 

Based on her sister's experience, 
Phyllis Wittsel wasn't anxious to get 
involved with Save, but 35 sponsored 
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documents show that only $21.54 per 
child reached the field in 1993, out of the 
$240 donated. But according to the 
same document, other regions, such as 
the southeast and Bridgeport, didn't fare 
much better. On average, across the 
United States, only $35.29 in funding per 
child actually reaches the project level. 
The oldest program, which Save consid- 
ers its best, is the Appalachian program. 
But one of the reasons the numbers look 
better, why $67.22 reached the project 
level, is that half of the 6,000 sponsored 
children have two sponsors. 

While MacCormack doesn't dispute 
these figures, he insists I'm not telling the 
whole story. Westport, he says, delivers 
much more than sponsorship dollars. He 
offers two examples. 

“We are looking at a kind of emer- 
gency-response, early-childhood-center 
kit to jump-start early-childhood pro- 
grams after floods and earthquakes and 
other natural disasters. And we have 
learned that what children most need at 
that time is a reestablishment of continu- 
ity, of normalcy. They need to kind of get 
back into their regular lives. And so 
we've put a trunk together that has color- 
ing books, crayons, disinfectant, plastic 
sheets, toys, et cetera.” 


When | ask for more details about the 
kits, I'm told that they don't yet exist. And 
when they are put together, few children 
will be able to benefit from them, 
because they are only to be provided to 
those children involved in disaster situa- 
tions. But beyond that, the emergency 
kits are exactly the kinds of programs 
Save needs for the pie chart. The materi- 
als are donated by companies that are 
able to write off on their taxes the full 
wholesale value of the materials. That 
value then becomes a donation to Save 
the Children, which can register it as a 
donation that goes 100 percent to “pro- 
gram” to counterbalance sponsorship 
funds used for administration. 

MacCormack's other example, “Eyes 
on the Future,” was a program that pro- 
vided eyeglasses on Indian reserva- 
tions. On the phone, MacCormack told 
me sponsorship paid for the program, 
but later his office sent me information 
that contradicted that claim. In fact, eye- 
glass frames were donated by Clear- 
Vision Optical Company, and tools and 
materials came from the American 
Optometry Association and the Hilsinger 
Corporation. The total value of the contri- 
butions was $450,000. Again, that’s 100 
percent in and 100 percent out, to beef 
up the pie chart. 

And Connie DiLego, who worked for 
save the Children as a full-time volunteer 
on the Navaho reservation in Tuba City, 
Arizona, says, “The Eyes on the Future 
program [here] was dreadiul. It was just 
awful. This was a onetime deal, not a 
commitment to eye care.” 

For Diego, Eyes on the Future was 
typical of Save’s programs. “We were 
informed there was going to be an eye 
exam, plus tree eyeglasses,” she says. 
“When the day came, hundreds of peo- 
ple showed up. | think they were a bit 
overwhelmed. People were supposed to 
get glasses within a month or two. We 
waited well over a year in some cases, 
and then some glasses came with the 
wrong prescriptions. They wouldnt mail 
them to the people directly, so we had to 
go to Gallup to pick them up.” 

DiLego also points out that many chil- 
dren had grown, or their prescriptions 
had changed while waiting for their 
glasses. And since the program was not 
a long-term commitment from Save the 
Children, there is no telling where the 
children are going to get glasses next 
year. “It seemed to me that the children 
didnt matter,” DiLego says. “The chil- 
dren were a means to their end. And the 
end was their pie chart.” 


In addition to problems that exist within 
the organization itself, Save has had trri- 
tating public-relations problems in the 
past. In the spring of 1985, a young stu- 
dent in a public school in the small town 
of Hughes, Arkansas, came home from 
school and dropped his knapsack on

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the floor. Later, as his mother went 
through his belongings, she found a 
photograph of a man and a woman and 
a letter addressed to her son. The letter 
said that the man lived in New 
Hampshire and hoped someday to 
come to Arkansas and meet the boy and 
his family. 

The boy's parents went to the school, 
and to an attorney. Together they 
learned the couple in the photograph 
were Save the Children sponsors paying 
$16 a month (the fee at that time) to sup- 
port their child. Not only were they 
unaware that their child was being spon- 
sored, but they weren't particularly 
needy. It was soon revealed that approx- 
imately 100 students in the town had 
been enrolled in the program without 
parental knowledge. 

In October of 1985, parents of 21 chil- 
dren filed a $21 million lawsuit against 
save the Children, the county director, 
and six public-school teachers, alleging 
Save had used their children in advertis- 
ing campaigns without their permission. 
According to the suit, the teachers 


the ads be more representative of what 
we're actually doing, says one field 
director. ‘We even recommended that 
we get away from child sponsorship and 
just sponsor communities. But head- 
quarters doesnt address our ques- 
tions.’ " 

Then, in September 1986, in response 
to demands by the attorney general of 
Connecticut, Save the Children agreed 
to follow new guidelines in advertising, in 
which they would clearly state that spon- 
sors’ donations were pooled. Although 
the ads contain that line today, callers to 
Save's toll-free numbers are immediately 
asked if they want to sponsor a boy or a 
girl, and in which country. The impres- 
sion still lingers that “your” child is 
receiving your gifts. 

In 1992, as the staff uprising against 
president James Bausch went into full 
swing, The Washington Post began an 
investigation of Save the Children. 
Bausch and board chairman Dana 
Ackerly resigned just before it was due 
to be published. (The story was eventu- 
ally killed.)

obtained permission to photograph the 
students and collect biographical infor- 
mation “deceitfully and without the con- 
sent or knowledge of the students’ par- 
ents or legal guardians.” The suit 
charged the teachers were paid $1 for 
each completed application and photo- 
graph. Additionally, publication of the 
photographs and biographical informa- 
tion by Save subjected the families “to 
ridicule, embarrassment, and shame in 
the community as impoverished and 
oppressed individuals.” 

The suit was settled for what was 
described by one attorney as “a sub- 
stantial sum,” and the records were 
sealed. 

Then, in April 1986, Forbes magazine 
published an article revealing that Save 
wasnt exactly hand-carrying donated 
money to recipient children, and funds 
were instead being pooled into commu- 
nity-development projects. Though the 
organization had stopped the check-to- 
child program five years earlier, their 
advertising continued to give the 
impression that your child got your 
money. 

Forbes reported, “[Save the Children] 
staffers find such revelations particularly 
embarrassing. ‘Many have asked that 
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In all of these cases, Save went on a 
media alert. Chris Cassidy, who worked 
for Save in a small town in Somalia, 
remembers a meeting that was called in 
Mogadishu in 1986 to warn of Connie 
Chung's investigation. “When | started 
asking for details about the charges 
against Save, | was told to shut up and 
be a good soldier,” Cassidy recalls. 

One of those most bewildered by the 
organization's strategy was former board 
member Michael Dorris. On July 22, as 
the organization was expecting the Post 
article to appear, Dorris wrote to board 
chairman Dana Ackerly, just before 
Ackerly resigned. “We should take 
responsibility for news’ about Save the 
Children, especially if it is potentially 
damaging, thereby diffusing any impres- 
sion of our being reluctantly ‘exposed... 
If we've made mistakes, let us admit 
them and go forward." 

Three days later, Dorris wrote to the 
board, protesting the confidential 
$225,000 severance package that haqj 
been approved for Bausch. “Having 
recently seen firsthand the situation in 
Zimbabwe,” Dorris wrote, “| cannot in 
good faith agreee that it’s better to avoid 
embarrassment or the threat of litigation 
than to pay for the digging of 9,000 new 


wells in a country on the verge of a fatal 
thirst.” 

Dorris resigned on August 13, citing 
“the non-acknowledgment of past errors 
of judgment, ta a general wariness 
toward legitimate outside, objective 
scrutiny of our operation.” 

lt was through this maelstrom that 
MacCormack ascended to Save’s presi- 
dency in 1992, with the clear intention of 
making changes. His visits to Christian 
Children’s Fund ana other organizations 
were meant to chart a program for the 
future, and to learn from the “best prac- 
tices" of other organizations. 

C.C.F., MacCormack noted in his 
March 15, 1993, memo files, was a much 
more efficient organization than Save. 
“They have very lean headquarters 
staffing. Their entire fund-raising staff, 
producing over $100 million in private 
funding, is seven. This compares with 36 
fund-raising and public-relations 
employees at Save the Children (58 if 
one counts the sponsor servers and 
sponsor-fulfillment employees).” 

The memo also reflected an under- 
standing that Save the Children was in 
danger of being left behind in the fast- 
changing world of development chari- 
ties, where organizations are becoming 
more professional, businesslike, and 
streamlined. “Paul McCleary, the C.E.O., 
of Christian Children’s Fund, envisages 
that in the next century there will be a 
handful of major worldwide relief and 
development organizations. These orga- 
nizations will be looked to by govern- 
ment and international organizations 
because of their professionalism and 
their worldwide outreach.” 

MacCormack concluded, "It seems 
clear that our own sponsorship strategy 
is flawed from beginning to end. We 
have to make sure that sponsored chil- 
dren, families, and communities have a 
real stake in the success of our program. 
As a quid pro quo, we have to make sure 
that these groups take on much more of 
the responsibility for administering the 
sponsorship program at the field level. 
As a result of this, we can reduce our 
field-office staffing. Finally, we must 
invest in the systems and the customer- 
service people to make sure that our 
sponsors know that we are meeting their 
needs.” 

MacCormack’'s conclusion is probably 
the only one the administrator of a spon- 
sorship agency could reach. Given a 
choice of how to spend limited 
resources, the needs of the sponsors 
must come before the needs of the chil- 
dren; the survival of the organization 
depends on it. Fewer staff members will 
work in the field. More staff members will 
be in Westport to keep the sponsors 
happy. Save will become a much more 
efficient fund-raising machine. But it will 
be one, as Shelby Miller said, built on the 
backs of children.Ot+—-_

Fitness folklore has it 
that exercise depletes 
the body's stores of 
potassium, and that 
too little potassium 
can bring on heart 
trouble. That's why 
many health buffs 
choose sports drinks 
instead of water while 
theyre exercising— 
Gatorade and the like 
do contain modest 
amounts of potassium 
(about two percent of 
the recommended 
daily allowance). 

But the word from at 
least one expert is that 
for most healthy peo- 
ple, potassium Is a 
nonissue. “Unless 
there's a pre-existing 
medical condition,’ 
says Ann Grandjean, 
Ph.D., of the Interna- 
tional Center for Sports 
Nutrition in Qmaha, 
Nebraska, “it's virtually 
impossible to become 
potassium-depleted 
during exercise to the 
point of having a heart 
problem.” Most people, 
she explains, get 
enough potassium 
from their daily diet, 
especially from such 

| foods as citrus fruits, 
| strawberries, meat, 
milk, and melons. 

The key, says 
Grandjean, is to keep 
your fluid level up while 

| exercising. “Sports 
drinks work best for 
most people,” she 
says. “They meet the 


fluid and carbohydrate 
needs of active people 
who exercise for long 
periods of time.” 
Besides, they taste 
better than water, so 
people are more likely 
to drink up.—u/. 
Garrard

For more than a decade now, 
we've been told that the human 
immunodeficiency virus causes 
acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome, which in turn causes 
death. Those in the scientific 
community who have questioned 
this dogma—the three-part equa- 
tion of HIV = AIDS = death— 
have been suppressed. But they 
will be heard. In the war on 
AIDS, it's only a matter of time. 
The AIDS issue may well 
become America’s Vietnam of the 
nineties. Think back to the mid- 
sixties, if you're old enough. 
You'll remember that as the 
United States got increasingly 
involved in the Vietnam War, the 
government was adamant about 
the correctness of its official line: 
We had to fight Communism in 
Southeast Asia because if we 
didn’t, the world’s nations would 
fall like dominoes under Soviet 


sway. The war was in our nation- 
al interest. The war was 
winnable. Along with these con- 
stantly repeated “tacts” came the 
denigration of anyone who 
looked at things differently, any- 
one who had the temerity to 
question or protest what adminis- 
tration officials were telling us. 
Fast forward about 30 years. 
One of the chief architects of 
America's Vietnam involvement, 
ex-Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara, has revealed that 
he and other top administration 
officials, including President 
Johnson, had their doubts about 
the ofticial doctrines relatively 
early into the war. But nobody 
said anything publicly. Nor did 
they admit that the protesters 
might have a point. On the con- 
trary, they continued to vility 
them. The administrators had 
already invested so much in their 
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flawed policy that they'd lose face by 
admitting that their assumptions had 
been wrong. So they simply continued 
having Americans march headlong into 
the Vietnam quagmire for years, at a 
devastating cost in American and Asian 
lives, suffering, and expense. Ultimately, 
of course, there was the expense of 
governmental credibility as well. 

Its almost uncanny how the AIDS war 
parallels our Vietnam experience. In this 
case, it's not a matter of whether we 
should be engaged in the fight, but of 
whether our underlying assumptions 
about the cause of AIDS, and our 
approach to it, are correct. Increasingly 
today, members of the scientific com- 
munity give us reasons to challenge 
these assumptions. 

50 one can't help but wonder, this 
time, Is it going to take decades before 
the protesters’ valid points are finally 
acknowledged? Or will those who are in 
power, this time, have the courage to 
come out and publicly admit where 
they've been wrong?

THE AIDS DOGMA AND ITS PROBLEMS 
since 1984, the mainstream media have 
been giving us only one side of the 
AIDS story—the officially approved 
side. When Dr. Robert Gallo and then 
secretary of Health Margaret Heckler 
announced that the probable cause of 
AIDS had been discovered, H.I.V. 
became the sole cause of AIDS and the 
case was closed. “Overnight, the word 
‘probable’ ceased to exist and it 
became dogma ... engraved in stone,” 
says investigative journalist John 
Lauritsen. 

From that time on, a campaign has 
been conducted to program us into 
believing that the human immunodefi- 
ciency virus is a deadly, infectious virus 
that inevitably results in AIDS, and death. 
And we have been continually told that 
while no cure exists, antiviral drugs, 
including A.Z.T., D.D.I., and D.D.C., will 
slow down the progression of the dis- 
ease. Despite evidence to the contrary, 
ine genera! public continues to buy these 
ideas. They are the only ones reported. 
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The fact is, there have always been 
people questioning or disagreeing with 
the official theory and treatment 
approach, but they have been silenced. 
Early on, the theory was challenged by 
a world-renowned retrovirologist, Peter 
Duesberg, professor of biochemistry 
and molecular biology at the University 
of California at Berkeley; and by Nobel 
Prize-winning scientist Walter Gilbert. 
But instead of being urged on in their 
attempt to help mankind, they were 
ridiculed and their funding was 
stopped. 

The resistance to new evidence and 
exploration continues. Just last year, | 
sponsored a conference featuring 100 
AIDS survivors who beat the odds using 
alternative therapies. Although press 
releases were issued on three occa- 
sions, not a single member of the main- 
stream media attended. Similarly, 
Professor Charles Geshekter, who was 
chair of the history of science for tne 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, Pacific Division, was 


thwarted by elements in the A.A.A.5. in 
his efforts to organize a symposium to 
discuss problems with the H.I|.V.-equals- 
AIDS hypothesis. 

Others report comparable experi- 
ences. Nathaniel S. Lehrman, M.D., for- 
mer clinical director of Kingsboro 
Psychiatric Center, in Brooklyn, New 
York, reports that in June 1991, a com- 
mittee of 40 scientists sent a simple let- 
ter to the five leading scientific publica- 
tions in the English-speaking world. The 
letter said, basically, that the H.1.V- 
equals-AIDS hypothesis wasn't getting 
anywhere, and suggested that other 
avenues be explored. Says Lehrman, 
“None of these five leading scientific 
publications—WNature, Science, The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, The New England Journal 
of Medicine, and The Lancet—would 
even publish this letter. This is called 
suppression.” 

Frank Buianouckas, Ph.D., believes 
outspoken scientists are scapegoated 
as a warning to others in the science 


world, where the threat of losing grants 
always looms as a very real possibility. 
“Look what happened to one of the 
great scientific geniuses, Peter Dues- 
berg,’ Buianouckas says. “What has he 
gained from his courageous stand? | 
think lesser scientists see that and will 
keep their mouths shut.” 

Nonetheless, a lot is happening 
behind the scenes. Journalist Neville 
Hodgkinson writes in The Sunday Times 
of London that challengers of the orici- 
nal hypothesis are growing in number 
because after 11 years of work on H.1.V., 
AIDS researchers have failed to show 
how the virus could be doing the dam- 
age attributed to it. The link between 
H.I.V. and AIDS is not as close as once 
believed, and doomsday predictions 
about its spread have collapsed. 

At the same time, the orthodoxy holds 
to its original beliefs more strongly than 
ever, and continues to belittle the oppo- 
sition. Their credibility is at stake. As 
biochemist Charles A. Thomas, Jr., 
Nobel Prize-winning chemist Kary B. 





Mullis, and law professor Phillip E. 
Johnson write, “If the theory is mistaken, 
billions of dollars have been wasted— 
and immense harm has been done to 
persons who have tested positive for 
antibodies to H.1.V., and therefore have 
been told to expect an early and painful 
death.’

Why do these scientists and hun- 
dreds of others doubi the official story 
on AIDS? Thomas, Mullis, and Johnson 
offer three reasons: 

“First, after spending billions of dol- 
lars, H.I.V. researchers are still unable to 
explain how H.I.V., a conventional retro- 
virus with a very simple genetic organi- 
zation, damages the immune system, 
much less how to stop it. The present 
stalemate contrasts dramatically with 
the confidence expressed in 1984. At 
that time Gallo thought the virus killed 
cells directly by infecting them, and the 
U.S. government officials predicted a 
vaccine would be available in two years. 
[Eleven] years later, no vaccine is in 
sight, and the certainty about how the 
virus destroys the immune system has 
dissolved in confusion. 

“Second, in the absence of any 
agreement about how H.I.V. causes 
AIDS, the only evidence that H.I.V. does 
cause AIDS is correlation. The correla- 
tion is imperfect at best, however. There 
are many cases of persons with all the 
symptoms of AIDS who do not have any 


The immune system appears to 
respond to H.I.V. in a typical fashion. 
Initially, a newly infected person will 
experience mild flu-like symptoms. Then 
the immune system will attack the virus 
and reduce its numbers to insignificant 
amounts. If H.1.V. destroys the immune 
system, argue Thomas, Mullis, and 
Johnson, it must do so years later, after 
the immune system has already 
destroyed the virus. 

But a long latency period is not possi- 
ble, according to Duesberg. He argues 
that if H.1.V. were deadly, it would attack 
immunity right away. “We have an ency- 
clopedic knowledge of retroviruses 
accumulated in the last 20 or 30 years. 
We know about hundreds and thou- 
sands of them, better than any other 
type of virus. And not one of them does 
that. 

“When you contract any virus,” 
Duesberg continues, “like measles from 
your friend or your sister or brother, or 
herpes from a sexual contact, within a 
week, or two or three at the latest, you 
will have caught it from that contact... 


There have always been people 
disagreeing with the official 
theory and treatment approach, but 
they have been silenced. 


H.!.V. infection. There are also many 
cases of persons who have been in- 
fected by H.1.V. for more than a decade 
and show no signs of illness. 

“Third, predictions based on the H.1.V. 
theory have failed spectacularly. AIDS in 
the United States and Europe has not 
spread through the general population. 
Rather, it remains almost entirely con- 
fined to the original risk groups—mainly 
sexually promiscuous gay men and 
drug abusers. The [rate] of H.I.V.-in- 
fected Americans has [increased more 
slowly] instead of increasing rapidly as 
predicted, which suggests that H.I.V. is 
an old virus that has been with us for 
centuries without Causing an epidemic.” 

You wouldn't know it from the main- 
stream media, but the H.I.V. virus has 
proven to be a weak one. As Duesberg 
explains, “Most viruses kill cells, but cer- 
tainly not the so-called AIDS virus. It 
rarely infects even one cell, and even if 
it is in a cell, that cell doesn't die. One in 
a thousand cells, at most, is infected. If 
you infect one in a thousand cells with a 
virus that doesn't kill it in the first place, 
you Cannot explain a fatal disease, 
namely AIDS, or a collection of fatal dis- 
eases that is said to be due to the com- 
plete loss of T cells.” 
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The first cell gets infected. Then the 
infection spreads a day later to a hun- 
dred cells, then to a hundred times a 
hundred cells, and so on. Within a week 
or two, you either get infected and get a 
disease, or you reject it and don't get 
one. At no time do you get infected 
today and then ten years later get 
dementia, diarrhea, Kaposi's sarcoma, 
or pneumonia, all of which are called 
AIDS now. There's no such thing.” 

In light of this knowledge, why does 
the scientific community still officially 
consider H.I.V. the sole cause of 29 
deadly and unique diseases? “[In 
1984],” Duesberg explains, “the AIDS 
epidemic was just starting, Reagan was 
to be re-elected, and the vocal gay 
community was requesting some 
actions against AIDS. The preferred 
answer to a new disease was the hope 
for a fast career, and the prevention of a 
microbe, virus, or bacteria. If you claim 
a virus or a microbe, everybody knows 
what to do. A company starts making 
vaccines or test kits or drugs. 
Everything looks promising.... 

“That's exactly what happened,” 
Duesberg continues. “Gallo stood up 
and said, | have a virus; Margaret 
Heckler, secretary of Health and Human 


services, said, we have found the prob- 
able cause of AIDS. They opened the 
floodgates of the political and federal 
money to study AIDS and to confront 
AIDS only in the name of this one 
hypothesis. They created an instant 
orthodoxy, mostly of virologists who 
[had been] looking for viruses for over 
30 years.” 

Duesberg proposes a simple, cost- 
effective study to determine, once and 
for all, whether H.I.V. leads to AIDS. 
“Why don't we look at H.1.V.-infected 
people who have no other reasons to get 
AlDS—no lifestyle, drug, or disease fac- 
tors—and who are not hemophiliacs?” 
He says that U.S. Army and blood-donor 
tests detect thousands of such cases, 
and asks, “Why dont AIDS epidemiolo- 
gists ever look at those people and 
check them every week, or month, or 
year, for disease? This study can distin- 
guish between these alternatives—is it 
H.|.V. or is it drugs or is it transfusions? It 
would be so easy to do; it would be the 
cheapest study of them all.” 

While H.1.V. and AIDS are indeed cor- 
related, the causative link has not been 
proven. One reason to doubt that H.1.V. 
causes AIDS is that many people who 
have been diagnosed as H.|.V.-positive 
never become sick. The editors of the 
newsletter Rethinking AIDS (now 
renamed Reappraising AIDS) point out 
that approximately 75 percent of 
American hemophiliacs have had H.,1.V. 
for more than seven years, yet only two 
percent annually develop AlDS-indica- 
tor diseases. According to predictions, 
about 50 percent should have devel- 
oped AIDS. There are also incidences of 
H.1.V.-positive homosexual men who 
have remained healthy for more than a 
decade. 

Further, in experiments, chimpanzees 
repeatedly inoculated with H.I.V. never 
develop the syndrome. As Charles A, 
Thomas, molecular biologist and former 
Harvard and Johns Hopkins professor, 
explains, “The H.I.V. infects these ani- 
mals, multiplies, elicits the information of 
antibody, and then disappears, just like 
in humans, Even after many years, not 
one chimp has come down with AIDS 
diseases. This means we have an ani- 
mal model for H.I.V., and it does not 
seem to cause AIDS." 

The possibility of being H.1!.V.-positive 
without developing AIDS does not dis- 
count causation as much as tne reverse 
scenario, of which there is ample evi- 
dence. Numerous cases of AIDS with- 
out H.1.V. have always existed and were 
even discussed at the Eighth Interna- 
tional Conference on AIDS, in Amster- 
dam. “[There are] an approximate 5,000 
cases of AIDS without H.I.V. in groups 
considered to be at risk of developing 
the syndrome,” Duesberg reports. 
“There may be many more, as in the 
U.S. only 50 percent of all cases of AIDS

How 
could | admit | was 
impotent and open 
myself to ridicule? | 
was stuck in my own 
concept of what a 
man was—a man can 
get it up. My impo- 
tence changed my 
perception of myself. | 
became caught in an 
endless cycle of 
hopelessness and fail- 
ure. | had a problem, 
but the real culprit 
was my ignorance, 
fed and supported by 
the shamed ego that 
would not allow me to 
ask questions. 

But then | met a 
wonderful woman, 
Barbara, and sex 
once again became 
important. When | 
hesitantly, fearfully 
told her about my 
problem, instead of 
putting me down, she 
pleaded with me, 
“Don't give up, let's 
keep trying. We'll find 
a solution!” 

The first step was to 
talk to my doctor. 
Although we had 
never discussed 
impotence, once | 
asked the questions, 
he had answers. Most 
were in a booklet on 
impotence from the 
Osbon Foundation 
(available free; call 
[800] 433-4215). 
Because my problem 
was physiological and 
not psychological, 
there were several 


options: a penile 
implant (too drastic) 
or a self-administered 
injection to the base 
of the penis (not for 
me). Another choice 
was medication, but | 
did not want to take 
more pills to solve a 
problem caused by 
pills. The third 
approach, a vacuum 
tube, appealed to me 
the most. 

With trepidation, | 
returned to my doc- 
tor's office to be 
shown how to use the 
tube. Here it was—a 
total admission of my 
problem, and while | 
felt somewhat unsure 
of what | was doing, 
Barbara went with me, 
and her presence set 
up a vital pattern of 
support. | placed the 
plastic tube, called an 
ErecAid, over my 
penis and activated 
the pump. Immedi- 
ately, | felt pressure 
around my penis, and 
it began to swell. The 
mechanics were sim- 
ple. The vacuum 
atmosphere forced 
blood to my penis. | 
kept pumping. Within 
minutes my penis 
elongated, it stiff- 
ened—it hardened. | 
was watching a mira- 
cle. Barbara's smile 
grew as | grew. Before 
me was my old self, 
whom Barbara had 
not met before. A sim- 
ple rubber ring 
slipped onto the base 
of my penis kept the 
blood from flowing 
back. Then | removed 
the tube. And there |

are confirmed H.I.V.-positive; the rest 


are presumptive diagnoses. In science 
ihe exception does not prove the rule: it 
disproves the hypothesis. Such findings 
also conclude that H.I.V. is neither nec- 
essary nor sufficient to induce an 
immune deficiency and AIDS-defining 
linesses.” 

AIDS minus H.|.V. is especially preva- 
lent in Africa, where being H.I.V.-positive 
is not even a factor In diagnosis. 
According to Geshekter, “the definition 
of AIDS in Africa is ... fundamentally dif- 
ferent than the definition of AIDS that is 
used in industrialized countries. If an 
African in a supposedly highly infected 
country like Rwanda, Uganda, Zaire, is 
diagnosed with the following clinical 
symptoms—a persistent cough, a high 
fever, chronic diarrhea, a ten-percent 
weight loss in the last two months—and 
lives in one of these countries, that per- 
son has AIDS.” Nevertheless, Western 
scientists claim that 85 percent of the 
African population iS positive for H,1-V. 
antibodies, when tests are rarely, if ever, 
performed to determine this. 

When AIDS was first declared an epi- 
demic, government agencies confident- 
ly predicted that before long, H.!.V. 


would spread from the initial risk 
groups, |.e., homosexual men, intra- 
venous-drug users, and hemophiliacs, 
to the population at large. After all, that 
is what normally happens when people 
have not yet developed an immunity toa 
new virus. Contrary to this forecast, 
though, AIDS has remained within spe- 
cific high-risk groups, and the incidence 
of H.1.V. has decreased. Johnson says 
that according to Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention statistics “the 
figures have been going down, They still 
like to claim that one million Americans 
are H.|.V.-positive, but professionals 
know that the numbers are from 600,000 
to 800,000. It’s just for public-relations 
reasons that this isn’t acknowledged, 
because it's totally inconsistent with the 
idea that H.I.V. infection is ravaging 
whole new populations and spreading 
like wilclfire.” 

The concept of AIDS as a sexually 
transmitted disease is another part of 
the establishment picture that doesn't 
quite hold up. There Is, in fact, no sup- 
port for the idea that AIDS is a sexually 
transmitted disease anywhere in the 
world. Duesberg uses discordant cou- 
ples as an example—people who are 
diagnosed as having AIDS but whose 
partners remain uninfected. “There are 
thousands of those,” he says. “One of 
the most famous examples is Arthur 


Ashe. He had H.1.V. for ten years and 
died of AIDS, but his wife and daughter 
are both H.|.V.-negalive.... There are 
15,000 American hemophiliacs who are 
H.|.V.-positive, and there isn't one study 
that shows that the wives of hemophili- 
acs get AIDS from their partners." 

We should note, too, that AIDS has not 
spread to those who have intimate con- 
tact with the virus—scientists and 
health-care workers. Normally these 
people are at high risk for contracting 
an infectious disease. For example, 
1,500 cases of hepatitis are reported 
each year from accidental needle 
pricks. Yet this has never been docu- 
mented to happen on a statistically sig- 
nificant scale among health-care work- 
ers or scientists who work with blood 
from H.1.V.-positive and AIDS patients, 


THE REAL CAUSES OF AIDS 
In December 1994, Richard Horton, 
then North American editor, now editor, 
of The Lancet, stated, “Its been a year 
when there's been a painful reassess- 
ment of all the assumptions that have 
been the foundation of AIDS science 
during the past decade. People have 
been forced to admit uncertainties they 
were unwilling to admit before.” 

Today, scientists are looking increas- 
ingly to cofactors—non-H.1.V. immuno- 
suppressive factors that, when com- 
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bined with the presence of the virus 
(although not always), cause what we 
call AIDS. These factors became more 
prevalent just as AIDS was being recog- 
nized as a “new” entity. But the thing is, 
most of the dissidents say, AIDS is not 
really a new phenomenon. The oppor- 
tunistic Infections satisfying the C.D.C. 
criteria for AIDS, such as Kaposi's sar- 
coma and progressive multifocal 
leukoencephalopathy, have been 
around for decades. 

lt has long been established that the 
chemistry of the body of most people 
with AIDS, and those considered to be 
living at risk, does not look like any typi- 
cal response to a single viral agent. In 
terms of chemical interactions, AIDS is 
far closer to resembling a “stress 
response.” This situation is character- 
ized by an increase in the production of 
certain chemical “messengers” called 
cytokines that coordinate the immune 
system. The overproduction of cytokines 
can Cause a persistent suppression of 
immunity that impairs the body's 
immune response. 


Infective agents. Microbial cofactors 
in AIDS are held to be just as important 
as drugs by many in the field. Christo- 
pher Calapai, D.O., explains the role of 
sexually transmitted organisms. “Since 
Dr. [Luc] Montagnier in Paris has said 
that mycoplasma is a very common 
cofactor and will allow the disease to 
progress,” Calapai says, “we're looking 
at various other viruses, fungal organ- 
isms, and bacteria as cofactors in this 
syndrome. We know that those individu- 
als who are H.I.V.-positive and those 
who have AIDS frequently have infec- 
tions such as cytomegalovirus, Epstein- 
Barr virus, herpes virus |, Il, and VI, 
hepatitis B virus, and 7.B. We also know 
that those individuals who are hemo- 
philiacs that are H.I.V.-positive have a 
fourfold chance of developing AIDS if 
they are cytomegalovirus-positive.” 

Researchers at Columbia University 
now believe that human herpes virus VI 
plays a major part in Kaposi's sarcoma. 
Investigative journalist Nina Ostrum 
reports that “researchers all over the 
country are discovering that what H.H.-

Four factors that are major causes of 
oxidative stress and overproduction of 
inflammatory cytokines are chemical 
toxicity, from both recreational and mea- 
icinal drug use, as well as environmen- 
tal sources; microbial activity, from mul- 
tiple and concurrent infections that may 
be viral, bacterial, fungal, or protozoal: 
nutritional deficiencies, a diet deficient 
in antioxidants, coupled with other nutri- 
tional deficiencies; and psychological 
stresses, e.g., fear, anxiety, or sustained 
stress. All of these factors, in differing 
combinations and to varying degrees, 
are found in people with AIDS and many 
of those considered to be living at risk. 

Drugs. In Duesberg's view, the 
strongest cofactor tie-in to AIDS is that 
of chemical toxicity. “[Drug use] 
explains why its in the 22- to 45-year- 
olds and not in the kids or the old peo- 
ple. This explains why it's mostly in 
males, because ... males consume 80 
percent of the hard psychoactive drugs. 
And this explains why the infants of 70 
percent of junkie mothers have AIDS. 
This explains why homosexuals who 
inhale poppers to facilitate anal inter- 
course get Kaposi's sarcoma. This 
explains absolutely everything about 
AIDS." 
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VI [Type A] does to the immune system 
is much more devastating than any- 
thing that H.I.V. is able to do. No one 
has put forth a convincing argument 
about how H.|.V. causes AIDS, and no 
one has been able to use H.I.V. in an 
animal model to create an AIDS-like ill- 
ness. On the other hand, we know 
exactly what H.H.-VI does. It goes right 
in and it destroys | cells, B cells, anda 
very important immune-system cell 
called the natural-killer cell. It's been 
associated with a number of cancers, 
including oral cancer and Kaposi's sar- 
coma. It's the real heavyweight virus. All 
of the research shows this to be the 
case.” 

Marjorie Siebert, D.O., states that 
“herpes is found in almost every case of 
full-blown AIDS. The herpes virus, like 
Epstein-Barr, has immune-suppressive 
properties of its own and increases the 
replication of the H.1.V. virus.” She adds 
that the immunosuppressive action of 
certain viruses is already known, say- 
ing, “Epstein-Barr virus, in its own right, 
is an immunosuppressive agent, and 
when combined with H.|.V. increases 
the penetration of white blood cells by 
the H.LV. virus.... When herpes lesions 
or lesions of syphilis, molluscum, or 


papilloma virus are present, H.1.V. 
spreads much more quickly during inti- 
mate contact.” 

One sexually transmitted disease in 
particular has a strong association with 
AIDS. In 1989 the Los Angeles Health 
Department said that epidemiological 
studies showed a history of syphilis to 
be the most common predictor of the 
development of AIDS, in the absence of 
all other factors. And there is a high cor- 
relation between those most at risk of 
developing AIDS and those most at risk 
of contracting syphilis. For example, if 
you are gay in the United States, statisti- 
cally you are 14 times more likely to 
have had syphilis than if you are hetero- 
sexual (and therefore 14 times more 
likely to have had antibiotic treatment, 
another cofactor). Between 1981 and 
1989 the recorded number of cases of 
syphilis in the United States increased 
by a significant 34 percent. 

An additional risk factor to consider is 
parasites, which readily accompany a 
fast-track lifestyle. Cocaine, for instance, 
has been shown to reduce resistance to 
intestinal parasites. 

Nutrition. Many studies have shown 
that people with AIDS, and those con- 
sidered to be living at risk, suffer from 
wide-ranging nutritional deficiencies. 
specific nutrient abnormalities that have 
been found include vitamins A, E, Bz, Bs, 
and B,., and the minerals copper, zinc, 
and selenium. In addition to these nutri- 
ents, the amino-acid-related substance 
glutathione has also been found typical- 
ly deficient. 

It must be stressed here that a diet 
high in processed and refined foods, 
and low in whole and “live” foods, has 
become the staple diet for the majority 
of people living in the West. Western 
food products are further corrupted by 
the use of pesticides and herbicides, 
and almost all meat products contain 
antibiotics, hormones, and steroids. 
Such a diet not only leads to vitamin and 
mineral deficiencies, but will also cause 
annihilation of the bowel flora (“friendly” 
bacteria essential for suppressing yeast 
overgrowth and synthesizing certain 
vitamins), toxic overload in the body, 
and a weakened immune system. 

Psychological factors. Part of the AIDS 
myth is the idea that this is an incurable 
disease. Thus, most people who are 
newly diagnosed as being H.|.V.-posi- 
tive have been led to believe that they 
have just been condemned to die. Now, 
literally hundreds of studies in the field 
of psychoneuroimmunology have 
shown that what a person thinks—in 
either a positive or a negative vein—has 
definite and immediate biochemical 
effects on the immune system. So to put 
someone into such an acutely negative 
State of mind is a good way to substan- 
tially exacerbate the progress of what- 
ever disease they have. This is part of 
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what prompts immunologist Dr. Alfred 
Hassig to state, “The sentences of death 
accompanying the medical diagnosis of 
AIDS should be abolished.” And Nick 
Siano, author of No Time to Wait, says, 
“The things that we're feeding people 
emotionally about this disease are 
much more deadly than H.I.V. itself. The 
emotional content of H.I.V. infection is 75 
percent of the battle.” 


A.Z.1. AND THE ECONOMICS OF AIDS 
A.Z.T. has long been the medical ortho- 
doxy's choice treatment for AIDS and 
people who are H.|.V.-positive. But has 
this drug been proven safe and effec- 
tive? Researchers are now saying some 
disturbing things. For instance, Dues- 
berg claims that A.Z.T. “is AIDS by pre- 
scription. Nothing could cause AIDS 
more directly than a substance that is 
doing only one thing—killing cells, par- 
ticularly the cells in the bone marrow, 
which are the immune system. You are 
Killing off your immune system every six 
hours with A.Z.T." Geneticist Richard 
Strohman states, “There's every reason 


explains, "because if H.1.V. causes any- 
thing, it certainly causes fund-raisers. It 
sells stocks. It supports dances. It sells 
condoms. And it keeps the AIDS estab- 
lishment going....” 

One reason to be skeptical about the 
quality of the information we're getting is 
that the so-called AIDS authorities are 
the same people who were the so- 
called cancer experts. As Dr. Bruce 
Halstead explains, “Many cancer 
authorities have shifted over to AIDS for 
the simple reason that it is where a lot of 
the money is available, and it is where 
you have more opportunity.” Moss fur- 
ther explains the link between AIDS, 
cancer, and business, saying, “The par- 
adigm that was laid down for how to 
milk the cancer problem is basically the 
same paradigm which is being followed 
in milking the AIDS problem. Here's how 
it breaks down. The largest producer of 
chemotherapy in the world is Bristol- 
Myers Squibb. They make between 40 
and 50 percent of all the chemotherapy. 
They also make the AIDS drug D.D.I. 
[And members] of the Memorial Sloan-

to think that A.Z.T. will kill you faster than 
an AlDS-related disease ... because it's 
a D.N.A.-chain terminator, It will kill every 
cell in your bocly that's making D.N.A." 

Why are these sorts of conclusions 
being suppressed and ridiculed? To 
answer this question, we need to under- 
stand the lengths to which powerful 
business interests will go in order to pro- 
tect their products and themselves. 

A.Z.1. was originally developed as a 
chemotherapy agent in the late sixties 
for the treatment of leukemia, but was 
soon found to be too toxic for human 
use, and thus was. shelved. In the early 
eighties, the drug was revived as a 
treatment for AIDS on the theory that it 
would inhibit the replication of the H.1.V. 
virus. There is no denying that AIDS cre- 
ates a lucrative business for A.Z.T.'s 
manufacturers. Ralph W. Moss, Ph.D., 
adviser to the Office of Alternative 
Medicine of the National Institutes of 
Health, says that “these things happen 
as a matter of course in the search for 
the highest possible profits out of the 
medical system.” Frank Bulanouckas 
elaborates on how keeping the H.1.V. 
theory alive supports business inter- 
ests. “| am suspect about everything 
involved in this AIDS epidemic,” he 
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Kettering board [have also been] high 
officials of Bristol-Myers Squibb.” 

Allowing the same people to run the 
show doesn't bode all that well for the 
possibility of finding a cure. Look at 
these statistics quoted by Dr. Seymour 
Brenner: “In 1950, the year | started in 
my practice, 50.6 percent of all people 
diagnosed as having cancer died. In 
1990, 40 years later, after approximately 
$40 billion has been spent in research, 
49.7 percent of all people diagnosed as 
having cancer die. Nine-tenths of one 
percent improvement.” 

While AIDS is actually a complex of 
approximately 25 different diseases, 
one drug is put forth as an all-encom- 
passing AIDS weapon. This presents 
vast economic opportunities for those 
who are in on the profits. Halstead 
states that “you have a single drug that 
can be patented, and with this patent, 
you essentially have a drug monopoly.’ 
But the desire for a profit from a 
patentable product excludes research 
into safe, natural substances. As Robert 
Cathcart, M.D., explains, “It has been 
estimated that it takes anywhere fram 15 
to 50 million dollars to get a drug 
through the F.D.A. If a drug is not 
patentable. it does not pay for the drug 


company to do the double-blind studies 
and the toxicity studies on animals, or 
whatever is required by the F.D.A. to 
prove it. So we have this interesting situ- 
ation where nutritional substances, 
which are not patentable, are excluded 
from being looked at by the FD.A.” 


OUR UNINQUISITIVE PRESS 

The media have not been quick on the 
uptake concerning challenges to A.Z.1. 
In fact, the mainstream media, always 
attuned to the quick and easy in the way 
of explanations, has not been much 
help in asking any of the difficult ques- 
tions about AIDS. Ostrum points out that 
simplistic government propaganda is 
easier to report than more complex per- 
spectives. “lf they only have one 
microbe to warn you about, if there's 
one virus to produce disease, and 
there's one thing that you should do to 
prevent it, and that is to have safe sex or 
not share needles ... that’s a very easy 
message for the press to pick up on." 

In addition, reporters believe that sci- 
ence and medicine are too sacrosanct 
io question. Tom Bethel feels that “the 
interesting thing is that the media has 
not been going after this story at all. 
They regard very deferentially what the 
government press releases say. This is 
exactly the opposite of the attitude 20- 
odd years ago. lf you remember at the 
time of Watergate, Woodward and 
Bernstein's method was, don't accept 
government handouts. Dig behind the 
scenes, ask questions, don’t accept that 
what they tell you is true...." Today, 
Bethel says, while the media are some- 
times still willing to dig behind the 
scenes in fields like foreign or domestic 
policy, “when it comes to health and sci- 
ence, they say, ‘Uh-oh, |’m not qualified 
to question this.’ They just go along with 
the official version.” 

Occasionally stories of A.Z.T. hazards 
slip into conventional newspapers, but 
they are carefully hidden. The New York 
Times recently printed a story on the 
dangers of A.Z.T. use with children. The 
article reported that federal health offi- 
cials determined A.Z.T. to have “unex- 
pectedly high rates of adverse side 
effects in children, like bleeding and 
biochemical abnormalities,” but this 
important information was buried on 
page C13. 

But whatever page it's on, the news 
will come out eventually—especially if 
it's big enough and if it involves lawsuits. 
This is, in fact, what's starting to happen 
with A.Z.T. NBC's “Today” covered the 
first lawsuit involving A.Z.T. by featuring 
susan Threakall, who is suing Bur- 
roughs Wellcome over the A.Z.T. poi- 
soning of her husband. The idea of 
going beyond the virus-only causality of 
AIDS is one whose time has clearly 
come. We'll be hearing a lot more about 
it in the future.Ot-,
